Mr. Reid's statement in full Wed- 


nesday was as follpws: 


"The Extension Service is grateful 


for the cooperation and support which 
the people of, Hempstead county have 
given to the county agent and county 
home demonstration agent. There are 
many constructive results' of their 
work which will stand. There are 
many others that will be lost to the 
county because of the failure to car- 
ry the work on at this time1. 


"It is with regret that the Extension 


Service cannot continue to work in 
the county, but ihe county agent and 
he county home demonstration agent 
cannot be carried lorfger without the 
use of the county appropriation, and 
I am advised that this will not be 
available next year. It may be par- 
ticularly- unfortunate that this support 
from the county is not made available 
at this time when there are the drouth 
relief measures 
being 
considered, 


which, if passed will depend largely 
on the county agent 'and the county 
home demonstration agent, to make 
these available to the people. The 
Extension Service has offered its co- 
operation. in continuing the service 
next year, and bringng these advan- 
tages to the people of the county, 
along wth the advantages of the reg- 
plar work of the county agent and the 
county home demonstration agent. 


"If the counfy should feel that it 


can resume the work at the begin- 
ning of 1932, the Extension Service 
will be glad to consider the basis of 
cooperation which the county may

School of Forestry to Be

In the scheme of farm management 


the farmer usually plans his business 
in ah attempt to make all of his cul- 
tivated and grazed acres produce a 
profit. Too often, however, he gives 
little or no thought to the wooded 
land that he owns. He. depends upon 
it to produce his firewood and per- 
haps some farm timber and in "off" 
agricultural seasons some trees and 
timber, but he does not definitely plan 
on his forest land to produce a sus- 
'tained and regular income. As. a gen- 
eral thing the owner • of woodlands 
does not 'know its capacity for pro- 
duction or jts tremendous ability to 
respond favorably to .protection and 
care.
